Music was booming through speak- 
ers as students, faculty and visitors 
gathered in front of the Student Recre- 
ation and Wellness Center for Cal State 
Long Beach’s first farmers market 
yesterday. 

The event, hosted by the Associated 


Students Inc. Special Events Commis- 
sion, lasted from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. and 
had 12 vendors selling various types of 
fresh fruits, vegetables and prepared 
foods, such as chili and humus. Some 
vendors included Homeboy Bakery, 
Alex’s Fruits and Nuts, and Pressed 
Juicery. 

The farmers market has been in the 
works since the idea was brought up in 
September at an ASI meeting. Some 
issues had to be resolved before a date 
could be finalized, such as insurance 
coverage for vendors, Irving Barcenas, 
the ASI chief programming officer, 
said last week. 

ASI collaborated with L.A. City 
Farms to bring the famers market to 
campus. Nick Spano, founder of L.A. 


City Farms, said he hopes students will 
support the market. 

“Everyone worked really hard, and 
the demand was definitely here, and 
you could sense it,” Spano said. “ASI 
was eager to make it happen, so all of 
that support is why this is here, and 
fortunately you can see the turnout.” 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
said it’s a breath of fresh air to finally 
see the idea come into fruition. Bolin 
said ASI is planning to hold a farmers 
market once a month for the rest of the 
spring semester. 

“Hopefully in the fall, if we get 
re-elected, we’re moving [the farmers 
market] to once every two weeks,” 
Bolin said. 

If re-elected, Bolin said he hopes 


that the farmers market will build 

a community-based environment 
where students can interact with the 
same vendors every two weeks and 
know where their food is coming 
from as well as the people growing 
their food. 

Bolin said having a farmers market 
once every two weeks could also help 
students shop for groceries at their 
own convenience. 

“Tt’s nice to have a venue on campus 
so as you’re coming back from class or 
going back home, people can stop by,” 
Bolin said. 

Students said they liked the idea of 
having a farmers market on campus 
and would like to come back if it were 
to continue. 


“I’ve never had a blood orange until 
today,” junior health care administra- 
tion major Deborah Kim said. “I think 
it’s pretty cool because they are just 
bringing fresh fruit to the campus 
and promoting health in front of the 
[SRWC]. It’s just a beautiful thing.” 

Junior interior design major David 
Pullido said he also enjoyed having the 
farmers market on campus. 

“It’s a great place to get healthy food 
since I think there isn’t a lot of healthy 
food on campus,” Pullido said. 

For the first famers market at 
CSULB, Bolin said the turnout was 
great and a huge accomplishment. 

“Who doesn’t like buying fruit?” 
Bolin said. “It’s the best thing in the 
world.” 


CSSA increases fees for next three years

The California State Student As- 
sociation Board of Directors passed a 
three-year tiered membership fee in- 
crease that will take effect in the fall. 

CSSA membership dues. are cur- 
rently 62 cents per student per campus, 
and the initial increase will be three 
cents. The membership dues will then 
increase by an additional one cent for 
the following 2014-15 and 2015-16 fis- 
cal years, according to CSSA Assistant 
Executive Director Sarah Vagts. 

The membership fee increase was 
passed at a March 16 meeting of the 
CSSA Board of Directors, which is 
comprised of student body presidents 
from all 23 Cal State Universities. As 
the largest student organization in the 
country, CSSA ‘collectively represents 
more than 412,000 students, according 
to the CSSA website. ir 

Vagts said that one of the primary 


factors behind the fee increase is to 
compensate for the mandatory rising 
costs and to generate revenue necessary 
for funding important programs, such 
as the Sustainability Program and the 
Federal Relations Program. 

“Revenue adjustments haven’t been 
made in the past to accommodate for 
the rising costs,” Vagts said. “It has 
been difficult in the last five years to in- 
crease revenues because the campuses 
have faced various repercussions from 
budget reductions, but it is necessary 
for the health and growth of the orga- 
nization.” 

Cal Poly San Luis Obispo is the only 
campus that voted against the proposed 
fee structure. ses 

Cal Poly.SLO’s Associated Students 
Inc. President Katie Morrow said she 
believes the organization needs to grow, 
but she felt that there could have been a 
better solution, so she introduced mul- 
tiple amendments to the motion. 

“T think the best way to do this would 
be to introduce the price index,” Mor- 
row said. “In my opinion, it’s danger- 
ous to try and determine the rate with 
no specific guidelines rather than leav- 


ing it to the experts who follow the 
market and are keeping up with market 
increases rather than leaving it to the 
Board of Directors to decide a new rate 
every year.” 

Cal State Long Beach’s ASI cur- 
rently pays $22,492 annually to CSSA 
for its membership dues and will pay 
an additional $1,088 after the increase 
takes effect, according to ASI Presi- 
dent John Haberstroh. ASI’s budget is 
currently $12.7 million. All students 
at CSULB are required to pay a $44 
ASI fee each semester whether they are 
part-time or full-time students, accord- 
ing to the CSULB website. 

Vagts said: that the financial impact 
to any school should not have signifi- 
cant consequences because in the grand 
scheme of things, it’s not that much ofa 
change to the individual budgets. 

The annual CSSA budget is roughly 
$500,000 and is based off of the chan- 
cellor’s office statistics on enrollment 
from the previous fall, so it fluctuates 
on an annual basis, according to Vagts. 

“The increase means a lot to the or- 
ganization but not a ton on each indi- 
vidual campus,” Vagts said.

to draw, design, print 3-D objects 


The Long Beach 
Maker Society uses 
3-D printers to create 
auto parts.

A collaborative group of artists, en- 
gineers, designers and scientists con- 
gregate weekly at Cal State Long Beach 
to flesh out original print designs. 

The designs step out of the two- 
dimensional mode with the use of cus- 
tom-made 3-D printers. 

The Long Beach Maker Society 
formed in 2012. The organization was 
founded by LB Makers President Ben 
Cannon, Vice President Frederick 
Camba, Vice President of Technologies 
Steven Peterson and Vice President of 
Design Sirac Haile. 

LB Maker expanded from a group 
called Embedded Applications Tech- 
nology in spring 2012. The new group 
was formed through the interest of 
making 3-D printers. 

3-D printing consists of submitting 
an electronic sketch into a printer that 
produces a plastic substance called 
“filament” that is squeezed out like 
hot glue in stacks until a 3-D object is 
formed, Peterson said. 

The non-profit student-run CSULB 
organization offers students, faculty 
and community members a cohesive 
environment to collaborate in innova-

tive projects, like building 3-D printers 
and making various designs. 

The 3-D build series, in which the 
organization makes 3-D printers, is 
normally the most popular project, 
according to Cannon. Club members 
work on the project every Saturday in 
room DC306 of the Engineering and 
Computer Science building. 

LB Maker holds workshops on Satur- 
days which focus on teaching students 
how to build their own custom-made 
3-D printers that can make objects like 
small parts for cars. 

“We walk you through the process,” 
Cannon said. 

It usually takes about six weekends 
to build a 3-D printer, but Cannon said 
it is rewarding when students discover 
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they can make objects with 3-D print- 


ers that others usually have to buy at 
retail stores. 

“It’s pretty amazing,” Cannon said. 
“It’s rewarding to know that you have 
those types of talents.” 

Cannon also said manufacturing 
parts for more 3-D printers is empower- 
ing technology. According to Cannon, 
3-D printing has limitless possibilities. 

The non-profit organization provides 
the perfect environment for creative 
individuals to congregate, according to 
Cannon. 

“There’s no dues if they just want to 
hang out,” Cannon said.

The Louisiana State University Board of Supervisors 
unanimously appointed Alexander to become the system 
president of LSU and the chancellor of LSU A&M Col- 
lege on Wednesday. 

The title of president of LSU will combine the posi- 
tions of system president: and chancellor upon compli- 
ance with accreditation standards, according to an LSU 
news release. 

Alexander will replace Interim President of LSU Wil- 
liam Jenkins, who earns a base salary of $425,000 and 
receives an additional $175,000 in supplemental compen- 
sation from affiliated foundations, according to Ernie Bal- 
lard, director of media relations at LSU. Alexander made 
$320,329 in 2012-13 as president of CSULB, according to 
the Cal State University Spokesman Mike Uhlenkamp. 

Alexander will stay on as CSULB president until June 

and will participate in the 2013 commencement cer- 
emonies.

An interim CSULB president will be appointed 
upon his departure, and CSU Chancellor Timo- 
thy P. White and the CSU Board of Trustees will 
begin a national search for a permanent replace- 
ment at a date that is still to be determined. 

In an email to students Wednesday morn- 
ing, Alexander said he had mixed feelings 
about leaving CSULB. 

“I share this with you because for the 
last seven and one-half years we have made 

a great deal of progress together in moving 

CSULB forward despite the unpredictability 

of our state budgets and many other challenges 

we have faced,” Alexander said. “It has been my 

greatest honor and privilege to have served as the 

president of CSULB since late 2005. Thank you for 
everything you do for our great university.” 

White said in a statement that he was grateful for Al- 
exander’s service to CSULB, and he wished him the best 
at his new position with LSU. 

“As president, he has earned the respect of fac- 
ulty, staff and students at his campus, from his peers 
across the [CSU], and from leaders of higher education 
throughout the nation,” White said. “King’s work with 

the federal government, along with his advocacy ef- 
forts to preserve access for students in California, is

particularly commendable.” 

Bob Linscheid, chair of the CSU Board of Trustees, 
said that under Alexander’s leadership, CSULB received 
80,000 applications this year, the most out of any CSU: 

“President Alexander has always worked to further 
the CSU mission of an affordable and accessible, high- 
quality education and his efforts were critical in offset- 
ting the effects of years of devastating budget cuts to en- 
sure that CSULB is one of the best educational values in 
the country,” Linscheid said in a statement: 

Douglas Robinson, vice president for student servicés, 
saidthat he is excited for Alexander but sad for CSULB. 

“I think [Alexander] was ready for’some-new-chal- 
lenges,” Robinson said. “I think [CSULB] will continue 
the momentum that he started.” 

Robinson said that it would probably be at least one 
year before a new president is selected. 

Associated Students Inc. Vice President Jonathon 
Bolin said that the CSU is receiving more funding, and 
tuition rates at CSULB aren’t rising in part because of 
Alexander’s work. 

“It’s a smart move for him, but I’m sad to see him go,” 
Bolin said. “If you’re in college anywhere, he’s helped 
you with his work with financial aid and Pell Grants. 
He’s the guy to look to in the nation for how to run a col- 
lege with no money.” 

Long Beach Mayor Bob Foster also said that Alexan- 
der has done a terrific job and that his leaving is a big loss 
for CSULB and Long Beach. Foster commended Alex- 
ander’s work in the Long Beach College Promise, which 
guarantees a semester of free tuition at Long Beach 
City College and admission to CSULB for students who 
complete minimum college preparatory requirements or 
community college transfer requirements and graduate 
Long Beach Unified School District high schools. 

Foster said that the transition to the next president 
would be smooth because of the work Alexander has done. 

“I’m hoping that we will find someone that can do just 
as well,” Foster said. “We will be fine. That fact that we 
will be fine is no small measure.” 

The LSU Faculty Senate passed a resolution on March 
19 voting “no confidence” in the LSU Board of Supervi- 
sors for its search for a new LSU president. 

“Our Faculty Senate is very concerned if he has a 
strong enough background in academia,” Andrea Gallo, 
editor-in-chief of the Daily Reveille at LSU, said. “I be- 
lieve that the faculty’s problem with how the search was 
conducted was that they were not heavily involved.”

US fathers deserve paternity leave 

The first step in encouraging fatherhood in a 
child’s development is to expand longer paternity 
leave for fathers. Current policies such as the 
Family Medical Leave Act (FMLA) limit the 
bonding time a father has with his child. Bonding 
between a child and parents begins with birth. 
Fathers, just like mothers, have the desire to nur- 
ture and bond with their children; however, time 
is not always on their side. Bonding and nurturing 
requires a constant and consistent amount of 
contact. Under FMLA, both parents are entitled 


up to 12 work weeks of unpaid leave during 
any 12-month period. However, 12 weeks is not 
enough time for adequate bonding to take place 
between parent and newborn. Other countries of- 
fer longer family leave policies to encourage and 
support bonding between child and parents. 
France offers a paid paternity leave, which 
the United States FMLA does not. In Germany, 
fathers are able to take a period of unpaid parerital 
leave, or they can switch to part-time work. The 
unpaid leave in Germany is available to either 
parent for a period of up to three years. Germany 


also offers up to a one-year leave with the permis- 
sion of the employer before the child’s eighth 
birthday. Sweden offers a paid paternity leave and 
a parental leave to fathers. 

Would the United States even consider these 
ideas, or is the idea of allowing parents to take 
months or years off too unrealistic? 

If the FMLA can be expanded to include longer 
paternity leave for fathers, it can be advantageous 
for the father, child, couple and society. The 
increased duration of paternity leave will give 
fathers bonding time with the newborn child at a 


"time when parent-child bonding is beneficial for 


the child’s development. With the father being 
able to spend more time in the home for those 
crucial months of the child’s growth and develop- 
ment, the onus of child rearing will not be placed 
solely on the mother. This can also help relieve 
the stress put on mothers including the actual 
pregnancy, the process of giving birth and the 
demands of raising a newborn.

Women should have the right to choose 

Abortion continues to be a controversial topic 
among politicians and the nation as a whole. 

Recently, Arkansas became the eighth state in 
the nation to ban abortions past the twelfth week 
of pregnancy. 

Today, in North Dakota women are not allowed 
abortions after a fetal heartbeat can be detected; 
this may happen as early as six weeks after 
conception. These types of abortion policies are 
the strictest in the nation and seem to be a recent 
trend in Republican states. 

In 1973 Roe v. Wade set the federal prec- 


edent that a woman has the right to choose in 
terms of abortion. In addition to Arkansas and 
North Dakota, seven other states have recently 
implemented similar restrictive policies. We 
ask ourselves, what can we expect next, the 
nation? 

It is 2013, and women are being stripped of 
their rights to have control of their own bodies. 

Women will continue to be in a position of 
needing an abortion, and that will not stop 
while politicians debate the issue. While poli- 
cymakers have been excited to enact abortion 
restrictions, there has been no talk of how these 


states will deal with infants who are born to 
mothers and families who do not want them. 
Where are the programs offering financial sup- 
port to women and families who cannot afford 
these babies? Where are the free and effective 
parenting programs that will prevent abuse 
and neglect of unwanted babies? Where is the 
low-cost or free childcare for overburdened 
families? 

Women who are left with the decision to abort 
as a result of rape or incest are already experienc- 
ing traumatic emotional and physical consequenc- 
es as a result, and seeking abortion under the 


new laws will possibly deter these women from 
obtaining services. What measures will women 
have to take to obtain abortions in states like 
Arkansas and North Dakota? The recent political 
actions taken in states like Arkansas and North 
Dakota have raised alarm among several activists 
groups. Now more than ever, social workers have 
the opportunity to exercise their advocacy skills 
and help fight for all women to have the right to 
choice.

‘Bioshock Infinite’ is a revolutionary gaming experience 


The game’s mindblowing visuals and cinematic storyline 
make it one of the best games of the year.

In 2007, the game “Bioshock” was released and 
defied what gamers had come to expect from a 
first-person shooter, changing the face of console 
gaming forever. 

The game is a dark, disturbing story set in an al- 
ternate reality 1960, where an Ayn Rand enthusi- 
ast named Andrew Ryan built an underwater city 
called Rapture. Rapture was planned as a utopian 
society of advanced humans who alter their DNA 
with a substance called ADAM, which grants 
them superpowers. But ADAM slowly turned 
Rapture’s inhabitants into insane, deformed ad- 
dicts who overran the city. 

The game’s dark dystopian storyline and moral- 
ity-based decision engine, which change the game 
based on the player’s choices, was innovative for 
the time and cemented the-game as a classic. 

On Tuesday, a spiritual successor to “Bio- 
shock,” “Bioshock Infinite” was released. The 
game has almost no connection to the storyline 
of the original, but it still manages to capture the 
feeling of wonder and fear of the original in differ- 
ent and surprising ways. 

“Bioshock: Infinite” takes place in 1912 in the 
floating city of Columbia, a collection of islands 
that hover above the clouds suspended on blimps 
and airships. You play as Booker DeWitt, a Pinker- 
ton Agent who is trying to repay an unknown debt 
by infiltrating Columbia and kidnapping a young 
woman named Elizabeth who is imprisoned in a 
giant statue. 

Upon reaching Columbia, the differences be- 
tween this dystopia and the original Bioshock’s Rap- 
ture become immediately clear. While Rapture was 
a destroyed and abandoned underwater example of 
a society gone bad, Columbia is a bright and beau- 
tiful floating haven. It’s hard not to stare with your 


mouth agape at the screen as you wander around 
the city looking at the magnificent floating build- 
ings and lively townspeople walk the streets singing 
and dancing. The sound design and graphics are so 
jawdroppingly-gorgeous, you’ll most likely spend 
half an hour just travelling around observing the en- 
vironment before you even begin the first segment 
of the game. 

While Rapture’s creepiness is visible instantly 
upon entering the city, the disturbing nature of 
Columbia is not as immediately visible. As you 
wander through the city for the first time, you start 
to notice a concerning lack of diversity amongst 
the population. Columbia was founded as an ex- 
ample of American exceptionalism in the early 
1900s, which was meant to float across the world 
as a shining example of American superiority 
over other nations. 

However, something went wrong along the 
way, and the city’s people began to worship the 
Founding Fathers as gods, forcing their opinion on 
the people below them and striving to create a per- 
fect American society free of all foreigners. This 
disturbing vision of white supremacy is seen on 
the racially insensitive propaganda strewn across 
the walls and streets of the city. 

Elizabeth’s connection to this warped dystopia 
is the mystery of the game. Clearly she has some 
kind of superpowers, the most notable of which is 
the ability to literally tear the fabric of time and 
space at will, which is what presumably got her 
locked up in the tower in 
the first place. 

The gameplay is similar 
to the original “Bioshock,” 
implementing both magi- 
cal powers and first-person 
shooting segments. The 
player consumes magical 
potions called “vigors,” 
which give DeWitt the pow- 
ers to throw fireballs, pos- 
sess machinery and even 
send a murderous swarm of

crows upon his enemies. The juxtaposition of bru- 
tal violence in such a warm and sunny environ- 
ment is almost more disturbing than the original 
Bioshock’s dark shadowy hallways. 

Another incredible addition to the gameplay 
is DeWitt’s ability to latch onto “Skylines,” mag- 
netic rails that connect the floating cities of Co- 
lumbia to each other. This is both exhilarating 
and terrifying, as one wrong move will send you 
plummeting into the abyss 
below. Enemies can also use 
these paths, and often you 
will have to shoot down foes 
while hanging on for dear 
life. 

The massively addicting 
gameplay of the “Bioshock” 
universe is still here, but the 
most praise should be given 
to the story, which is told 
through exploration and ad- 
venture rather than endless 


cutscenes. Backstory can be learned by listening 
to recordings and just looking around at what Co- 
lumbia has to offer. 

The programming on Elizabeth as your com- 
panion throughout the game is phenomenal. She 
is both a fully fleshed-out and loveable character, 
and a fully functioning partner in crime. She picks 
locks, throws items to you and at times can use her 
powers to pull objects out of rips in the universe 
or attack enemies. Asking her to use her powers 
harms her, however, and the morality choices in the 
game mostly involve how much you want to put her 
through. She is so well written and voice-acted that 
it’s hard not to fall in love with her, which makes 
the tough decisions harder than ever before. 

“Bioshock: Infinite” is unquestionably the best 
game of 2013 and will most likely go down as one 
of the biggest achievements of this console gen- 
eration. Not since the first “Bioshock” have game 
developers been able to create a world that you can 
truly get lost in, and this one has improved on its 
predecessor in almost every way.
